Baker Has Plan To 
Raise Army For U. S. 


"Berlin May Have Recognized 
State 01 War Exists WithlLS." 


WAR NOW 
DEEMED A 
CERTAINTY 


Washington, D. 0., March 


31.—The war 
department, 


Secretary Baker announced 
this afternoon, has settled on 
a detailed, specific plan for 
raising an army. 
This plan 


will be submitted to 
con- 


gress "if congress desires to 
raise an army" Baker said. 
The secretary refused to say 
what the plan is. It is a re- 
sult of conferences he has held 
with the general staff of the 
army during the past two 
weeks, he said. 
This statement of the war sec- 


retary cnme this afternoon 
at a 


time when all 
officialdom was 


looking upon war as a certainty. 


It followed the receipt of cable- 


grams reporting the death and im- 
periling of more Americans in the 
sinking of two British steamers. 


At the 
capitol, 
Republicans 


\vere caucusing, drawing up their 
organization plans, hut every indi- 
cation was that the Democrats 
would have control. This would 
mean speedy re-election of Champ 
Clark as speaker, and clearing- of 
!he way for theNpresident's mes- 
sage and congressional action. 


Senator Simmons, a close ad- 


visor of the president, declared 
during the aftoonoon that con- 
gress should declare war. 


Senator Stone, chairman of the

pose any further action than lias 
been tnken 'by congress until war 
is declared. 


With late arrivals of congress- 


men and senators hundreds of 
peace advocates, preparedness and 
pro-wnr workers Were arriving in 
the capitol. 


Word has been received 
that 


hundreds of war advocates will ar- 
rive in town over Sunday, partici- 
pating in the "pilgrimage of pa- 
triotism" under way from 
many 


c-itics. 


With flags flying throughout the 


-•apitfil, a note of expectancy ev- 
erywhere as the convening of con- 
gress and the president's message 
is awaited, some of the most stir-

Washington, D. C., March 


31.—T w o Americans were 
killed and eighteen are miss- 
ing-, according to late after- 
noon dispatches to the state 
department regarding t h e 
sinking of the British steam- 
er Crispin. Other messages to 
the department told of the 
shelling of the steamer Argo, 
and the submarining of the 
steamer Eptafolos and a Nor- 
wegian bark. 
Washington, D. C., March 31.— 


One American is known to have 
been, killed and others probably 
perished when the British steam- 
er Crispin was torpedoed without 
warning/ according to a late el 
blegram from Consul Frost at 
Queenstown today.

The message snid: 
"Crispin bound for Avonmouth. 


One American negro, probably 
named Ilollier, was killed by ex- 
plosion. Total Idllod and

ing now eight, of whom sonic be- 


lles Ilollier were Americans.

Haven; 2 at Dunmore Island, and 
13 are on board an admiralty ves- 
sel at Queenstfiwn tomorrow even- 
ing.

Be Considered

Washington, D. C., March 31.— 


Germany may have recognized 
that a state of war exists between 
that country and the United State* 
according to an interpretation to- 
day by the state department of 
Foreign Minister Zimmermann's 
speech. 


This interpretation was based 


upon the published quotation at 
Zimmermann's remarks saying: 


"It (the United States) cannot 


deny us the right to seek allies 
when it has itself practically de- 
clared war onus." 


The state department would not 


interpret the remark as being a 
full, official recognition of a state 
of war, but it said the 'rehlark 


might be" so interpreted. 
This angle of the international 


situation probably will be injected 
into President Wilson's speech to 
congress. He can argue that Ger- 
many already holds that a state of

Srice. To shut bur eyes to the probabilities of sporad.c trouble 
would te foolish. Here and there a misguided and desperate Ger- 
man may seek to cripple our military or naval operations, to inter- 
fere with transportation, to disable factories, and so on But such 
,»(£. M we say; are for detection and punishment -by the criminal 
authorities. Unless they are committed on a scale far beyond any- 
thing that it is reasonable to anticipate, they would not justify the 
Dlan that has 'been so much talked about of •rounding up all the 
Germans in the United States and clapping them 'into detention 
eamos. It is said, we know, that among these men are 30,000 Oer- 
man reservists. But if they could not get back to Germany to join 
the colors before the United States was at war, it is certain that 
IheV cS not afterwards. Nor is it at all likely that they or other 
Germans here would attempt anything in an organized way 
Many 


of these men are usefully employed in various American industries. 
It would be folly to deprive ourselves of their labor, at a time when 
the scarcity of workers will be great, unless there were the most 
convincing reasons for doing so. 


One good reason for not doing so lies in the peculiar relation of 


the case of alien Germans, now.under our jurisdiction, to our Ger- 
man-American citizens. That the latter, in their great mass, will be 
unaffectedly loyal to the land and the government of their choice, the 
evidence is conclusive, in our opinion. But their situation is con- 
fessedly a trying one. We ought not to do a thing to make it more 
tiring The Chicago Tribune well says that we have a duty to our 
German-American fellow citizens— a duty not merely governmental, 
but one which rests upon us all: 
,..,...,, n 
"If we are not unreasoning we must realize that tne uerman- 


Americans who are loyal to this country are passing through an 
experience of real anguish. The common figure of speech which 
calls Germany their mother and America their wife is not exagger- 
ated. •These.'.bpr.' fellow-citizens, our neighbors, and worthy co- 
workerV in npbniWing of America, are torn between two sincere 
and honoriblelpHftlons. They are following the 'biblical saying, 
they are leavjjFg-lather and mother and cleaving to the wife. But 
the necessity of choice is a bitter one. 


"It is a part of good citizenship and of common human feeling 


to try to help the German-Americans in this trial, to avoid offend- 
ing their susceptibilities, now naturally exaggerated, to try to make

Well, all that needs to 'be said is that, treaty or no 
treaty, alien Germans will bo secure here, so long as they conduct 


• themselves as law-abiding persons. Their business will not be broken 


up. Their personal liberty will not be curtailed. Everything will 
depend upon how they bear themselves. The government has an- 
nounced a magnanimous policy towards these aliens, and private 
citizens everywhere will 'he disposed to. give it a fair trial. There

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THE LARGE WAY WITH ALIENS 


(The New York Evening Post) 


No wiser policy has been announced in Washington than that 


which is to be followed respecting alieni. "Everybody of every 


ae 
ihei 


ihis'special problem, and it is also the sagacious way. -It tends, in 
the first place, to relieve the country from any tendency to panic, 
on this subject, and to prevent a general onset of spy-fever. If the 
L-overninent, with all its sources of information, is not fearful of 
German plots and outrages on our soil, private citizens need not be 
eutoly apprehensive. Furthermore, the effect upon the aliens 
liemselvcs should be wholesome. If they discover that they are 
,,ot harried at every turn, but are left free to go about their lawful 
pursuits, they will have a new sense of security here, and by so 
much a lessened motive to attempt anything seditious or hostile. 
And the evil disposed among them will not be misled into supposing 
that the generous attitude of the government implies any weaken- 
ing of purpose, or of determination to hunt down any aliens guilty 
of criminal acts, and punish them with the utmost severity. 


It is no doubt the fact that, in case of War with Germany, there 


will be need of particular vigilance by the police and the secret 
service. To shut our eyes to the probabilities of sporadic trouble 
ivould be foolish. Here and there a misguided and desperate Ger- 


anth'orities. Unless .they are committed on a scale far beyond any- 
thing that it is reasonable to anticipate, they would not justify the 
plnn that has 'been so much talked about of rounding up all the 
Germans in the United States and clapping them into detention 
camps. It is said, we know, that among, these men are-30,000 Ger- 
mnn reservists. But if they could not get back to Germany to join 
the colors before the United States was at war, it is certain that 
they could not afterwards. Nor is it at all likely that they or other 
Germans here would attempt anything in an organized way. Many 
of these men are usefully employed in various American industries. 
It would be folly to deprive ourselves of their labor, at a time when 
the scarcity of workers .will be great, unless there were the most 
convincing reasons for doing so. 


One good reason for not doing.so lies in the peculiar relation of 


the case of alien Germans, now under our jurisdiction, to our Gor- 
man-American citizens. That the latter, in their great mass, will be 
unaffectedly loyal to the land and the government of their choice, the 
evidence is" conclusive, in our opinion. But their situation, is con- 
fessedly a trying one. We ought not to do a thing to make it more 
trying. The Chicago Tribune well eay« that we have a duty to our 
German-American fellow citizens—a duty not merely governmental, 
but one which'rests upon us all: 


"If we are not unreasoning we must realize that the German- 


Amcricans who are loyal to this Country ar« passing through an 
experience of real anguish. The common figure of speech which 
calls Germany their mother and America their wife is not exagger- 
ated. 
These, our fellow-citizens, our neighbors, and worthy co- 


workers' in upbuilding of America, are torn between two sincere 
mid honorable devotions. They are following the 'biblical saying, 
Iliey are leaving father and mother and cleaving to the wife. But 
the necessity of choice, is a bitter one. 
" It is a part of good citizenship and of common human feeling 


fo try to help the German-Americans in this trial, to avoid offend- 
ing their susceptibilities, now naturally exaggerated, to try to make 
them feel that wo do not doubt their loyalty while recognizing their 
sympathies." 


Secretary Lansing has just refused to take up with the German 


porcrmnont, through the Swiss minister, the question of enlarging 
imd ronirirmhig tile ancient treaty between Prussia nnd the United 
Stiitos. He points out that Germany already confesses in having 
violated that treaty herself, and questions if it is any longer valid, 
though one cliin.se provided that it should he binding even if war 
r:imo. The particular provisions which the German government de- 
sired to extend were those relating to the safety, in person and in 
property, of German citizens residing in the United States, should 
win; ensue. 
Well, all that needs to 'be said is that, treaty or no 


treaty, alien Germans will be secure here, so long as they conduct 
themselves as law-abiding persons. Their business will not be broken 
up. Their personal liberty will not be curtailed. Everything will 
depend upon how they bear themselves. The government has an- 
nounced a magnanimous policy towards these aliens, and private 
citizens everywhere will he. disposed to give it a fair trial. There 
i* no occasion to suspect a German bomb thrower 'behind every bush. 
If one shows himself, let the rigors of the law be applied to him. But 
lill we arc forced to a contrary conclusion, let us go forward confi- 
dently in the belief that no large number of aliens will think of 
abusing American hospitality.
